Congress Will Then Receive 
Its Conge. 


Hosts of Bills in Both Houses, but No 
Time to Consider Them. 


The Hawalian Envoy Thinks @ Com- 
mission Will Go to Honolulu. 


Report on the Tin Mines—Production 
Inadequate—Repeal of the Duty 
Suggested—Our Relations

Wasaineton, Feb. 26. —[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The closing week of the 
Fiftv-second Congress will be charac- 
terized by a rush of legislation that has 
seldom been equalled. . 

As there is not time enough for many 
measures near completion to pass, they 
must antagonize eachother, and op- 
posed to them all in both houses will 
stand the appropriation committees 


| urging immediate action on the great 
Measures in their charge. 


WORK BEFORE THE SENATE. 

In the Senate the Naval Bill will 
probably come up on Monday, the Agri- 
cultural and Postoffice bills are ex- 
pected to be reported by Tuesday and 
the Deficiency Billabout the middie of 
the week. They will be taken up for 


action as fast as reported. Meantime, 


the consideration of these bills and 
other pending measures will be sus- 
pended from time to time to allow for 
the disposition of the conference Tee. 
ports. 

_ STOPPING EXECUTIVE SESSIONS. _ 


, There seems to bea set purpose to 
prevent any further executive sessions 


of the Senate, if possible, This will 
serve a three-fold purpose-—defeat ac-

chett, prevent a reconsideration of the’ 
vote by which the nomination of Con- 
gressman Findlay of Maryland as Chilian 
arbitrator, was rejected, and shelve 
the Hawaiian treaty of annexation for 
the session.’ 

WORK IN THE HOUSE. 

In the House advantage will be taken 
of the rule permitting action during the 
last six days of the session, under sus- 
pension of the rules, to rush forward 
busitess of an-urgent nature. A num- 
ber of measures'ef comparatively little 


may be thus passed, but the in- 


dications are that it will be necessary 


to give most of the time to the appro- 


priation bills.. 

Unless an amicable understanding can 
be privately reached with reference to 
the course to be taken with Mr. Sher- 
man’s bond amendment to the Sundry 
Civil Bill it will be moved, under sus- 
pension of the rules, to send all amend- 
ments to a conference with a formal 
nonconcurrence recommended. It is 


not anticipated that any serious trouble 


will occur in conference suflicient to 
endanger the passage of the appropria- 
tion bills and compel an extra session 
of Congress. 


THE QUEEN’S ENVOY. 


Expresses His Satisfaction with the Status 
of Hawalian Affairs. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Paul Neumann, envoy of 
Queen Liliuokalani to Washington, to- 
dav expressed his confidence and con- 
viction that the treaty of annexation 
made with the commissioners of the 
provisional government of Hawaii 
would end practically in defeat. 

He said the Senate would be asked 
next week to appoint a commission to 
visit the islands and investigate the 
condition of affairs there.

FOR PEACE AND WORK, 

A plea for peace.and work signed by 
235 Presbyterian ministers has just} 
been promulgated. It is. a protest, 
moderate, yet firm in tone, against the 
attempt now being made to impose a 
new testof orthodoxy on ministers of 
the Presbyterian Church. ‘This ‘‘plea”’ 
is regarded as:one of the meet. impor- 


tant movements that has taken place in 
the Presbyterian Church for half a cen- 
tury, and is causing much discussion ‘in’ 
church circles throughout the country, 
The document in full, with the signa-. 
tures omitted, is as follows: 


Feb. 17, 1893.—To those who are ac- 
tively engaged in the ministry of Christ, 
the chief interest andthe first duty is the 
bringing of the simple gospel home to the 
hearts and lives of men. . 

This isthe great work of the church to 
Which everything else must give way. She 
can only win the favor of God and the love 
of men by single-hearted devotion to the 
task of preaching and practicing plain 
Christianity. 

As ministers of Jesus Christ, and working 
pastors in the Presbyterian Church, we are 
filled with the gravest fears lest the useful- 
} ness of the church should be hindered, her 
peace disturbed, and her honor disnfinished 
by the prevalence of theological contro- 
versy and strife over doctrines which are 
not essential. 

We remember that there have been two 
sad periods in the history of ourchurch in 
which this happened. We. remember that 
our church has been twice rent asunder by 
issues which have been regognized shortly 
afterward as unnecessary. We dread the 
possibility of having such a painful expe- 
rience repeated in our own times. We are 
persuaded that the great body of the 
church, laymen and ministers, have little 
sympathy with the extremes of dogmatic 
conflict, and we are already weary of the 
strife of tongues, and are longing for 
peace and unit ork. We feel that we 
do not speak for ourselves alone, but. for 
‘the great multitude who hold the same 
conviction in regard to the first dutv and 
main work of the church, while represent- 
ing at the same time manydifferent shades © 
of theological opinion. 

It is in this spirit that we join our voices 
ina plain, straightforward, fraternal’ ex- 
pression of the desire for harmony and 
united devotion to practical work. For 
this reason we deprecate any and every at-" 
tempt to impose new tests of orthodoxy, 
or to restrict the liberty hitherto enjoyed 
by those who sincerely subscribe ‘to the es- 
sential and necessary articles of the Pres- 
byterian Church. Especially would we de- 
plore any hasty addition by informal reso. 
lution, or by judicial decision, to the con-’' 
fessional statement of the doctrine of holy 
scripture as the word of God, the only in- 
fallible rule of faith and practice. We do 
not express any individual opinion in re- 
gard to the theory of theinerrancy of the 
original autographs of scripture in mat: 
ters which are not essential to religion, but 
differing as we rg! in regard’ to the ab- 
stract truth of that theory, we protest 
unitedly and firmly against making assent 
to it a test of Christian faith or of good 
standing in thé Presbyterian ministry. — 

In the interests of Christian liberty, in 
the interests of peace and unity, in the in- 
terests of missionary enthusiasm and prog- 
ress, we take this position clearly and 
firmly, and we cordially invite ali who 
agree with us to codperate in maintaining 
these principles, believing that the end of 


the. commandment is love out of a pure 


heart, and a good conscience and a faith 
unfeigned; and that the surest defense of 
the truth is its unfaltering proclamation. 


Among the signatures attached to this 
plea are the rames of two California 
ministers, Rev. Dr. Adams of San Fran- 
cisco and Rev. Dr. Chichester of Los 
Angeles.

Thomas Mathews-of: this city has 
written a letter to W. W. Meadows of 
‘Chattanooga, Tenn., regarding the ad- 
vantages and: disadvantages of Los An- 
geles and vicinity as adesirable place 
for colored people wishing to locate 
here and become citizens. The letter 


has been published in,the Chattanooga 


Observer, a colored organ of that place. 
Space does not permit its entire repro- 
duction, but the following ccntains the 
principal facts embodied in it, Under 
date of February 7 the writer states 
that he has written atthe request of 
several colored . gentiemen of this city. 
Following it he writes at length, advis- 
ing colored people against flocking into 
the cities, and savs: 

Our advice is to go fifty or seventy- 
five miles from the city, where lands 
are cheap, and where produce can be 
sold to the wheat farmers, miners, and 
others who have to freight their vegeta- 
bles fifty or one hundred miles. Such 
lands can be had for from $15 to $18 
per acre. 

Prices would rule according to im- 
provements. The land can be watered 
from artesian wells which can be bored 
at a comparatively small expense. 
These lands watered and improved will 
be worth at least $100 to $125 per 
acre and money making prospects were 
never better than now in the farming.

Wlaring Inconsistencies in Many Partica-

‘of Trotting Horses. 


The much-talked-of spring running 
meeting, which had been arranged for, 
March 18 and following week, in this 
city, by the Sixth District Agricultural 
Association, has been abandoned and 
the programme declared off, the reason 
assigned being that the small number 
of entries received from the North pre- 
cluded the possibility of its being carried 
out except at great financial loss to its 
promoters. 


BASEBALL. 


A Revision of the Kules Necessitated by 
the New Regulations. 

The Committee on Rules in the. Na- 
tional League completed its labors with 
the following result: 

First—No enlargement of the infield 
now in use. 

Second—Removal of the pitcher from 
his present position to the center of the 
infield; abolish the pitcher’s box and 
substitute therefor a boundary plate 
covering a twelve-inch space, to which 
the pitcher will be confined. 

Third—Abolition of the flat bat. 

Fourt&—A lucid definition of a balk 


ball. 

_Fifth—aA simplification of the rules 
pertaining to the actual playing of a 

ame. 

Sixthn—The codifying of all rules re- 
lating to the duties, powers and respon- 
sibilities of umpires. 

Seventh—A rule governing official 
‘scorers which provides that a player 
who makes a sacrifice hit which ad- 
vances a base runner shall not be 
- charged with a time at bat. 

The most important of the changes is 
the moving back of the pitcher a dis- 
_ tance of over eight feet. 

The result of the change will be 
in the anbjoined diagram: 


MEW PLAN OF DIAMOND. 


The small plate shown in the cut will 
be the only guide for the position of 
the pitcher, the box, of course, having | 
been done away with. This will cause 
yn entire revision of the playing rales, 

says the Chicago Tribune. 

If there is no pitcher’s box that por- 


_ tion of the rules requiring a base run- 


ner to touch his base on a foul ball 
\fter the pitcher has taken his position 
jm the"box must be changed. A new 
cule for the putting of a block ball into 
play must also be adopted, as at pres-. 
ent the ball must be held by the pitcher 
in the box before it is in play. 

Then, too, there must be some rule 
made to preserve base running, or it 
will become extinct asa factor in the 
game. 

It can be seen from the diagram that 
a pitcher from his position can kcep 
watch on first and third base all the 


- time, and is always in position to throw 


to them, while under the old rules he 
“was compelled to turn half way round 
to throw to either first or third. The 
small square just back of the present 
box shows the proposed plate behind 
which the pitcher’s front foot must 
land. Before he delivers the ball he 
will be at least five feet back of this 
slab, so that it is easy tosee how closely 
he can guard first base. 

The putting of the pitcher back makes 
it impossible for him to field a bunt. 
The abolition of the flat bat will not do 
away with the bunt. If the pitcher is 
to be moved back and free hitting thus 
encouraged the bunt should have been 
abolished. 

The Committee on Rules is inconsist- 
ent to say the least. It encourages sac- 
rifice hitting and bunting, yet legislates 
with a view to securing free hitting. 

‘With such absurd inconsistencies in 
its first efforts, its ‘‘promised simplifica- 
tion of the rules’’ and ‘‘lucid definition 
of a balk’’ will be looked for with in- 
terest.

OFFICIAL TROTTING RECORDS. 


Something About the Inside Workings ot 
the Register Office. . 

So much of the sensational on.the 
horse side of the Stamboul record mat- 
ter has appeared that Registrar J. H. 
Steiner has decided to speak of: the 
inside workings of the register office in 
handling records of technical irregu lar- 
ity, savs the Chicago Herald. ‘‘In the 
mass of evidence as to the actual time 
made by Stamboul on October 23,’’ he 
said, ‘there was some to show that he 
trotted in 2:0744 and some that he did 
not. This evidence was not presented 
to the board because it was not neces- 
sary to go into that branch of the case. 
sufficient incontroverted testimony hav- 
ing been offered to show that the per- 
formances were irregular. The press 
has charged fraud; but the register as- 
sociation has no power to inflict punish- 
ment forfraud or any other cause. It 
can only accept or reject time made in 
performapces.. There being already 
suilticient evidence of an unquestionable 
character to require rejection it was no 
use going further. If all the require- 
ments of the register rules had been 
then the question of 
fraud would have . been _investi- 
gated to determine whether the 
performance should be accepted or 
not. If the California board of 
review decides the Stockton records 
valid it will not affect the register as- 
sociation. The two are distinct and in- 
dependent of each other. The trotting 
associations charge a horse with his 
fastest performance for the purpose of 
classification, whether regular or irreg- 
ular, in order to prevent. him from en- 
tering in a class given for ‘slower 
horses—hence a record in the trotting 
associations isa penalty against a horse. 
The register association is the property 
ofthe breeders and a record accepted 
by itis a mark of creditto the horse, 
and also isa credit to all other animals 
carrying the same blood. Therefore 
the performances are closely watched 
to see that no horse gets a credit mark 
that does not belong to him in accord- 
ance with the rules adopted by the reg- 
ister association. ‘Tine rejected Stock- 
ton records will appear in the Year 
Book as ‘rejected performances.’ Asto

San Bernardino Business Men Worked 
a Smooth Swindler. 


A Number of Firms Caught for Goods and 
. Money—Probably Fatal Shooting

SAN BERNARDINO. ? 

A sleek fellow by the’name of ‘Frank D. 
Buell, alias -Rutherford, has been workihg 
game in this citv, the facts of 
which, as near as could be ascertained yes- 
terday, are as follows: Some time ago 
this dashing fellow came to the Southern 
Hotel, registering from Franklin, N.Y. He 
carried a carefully type-written letter from 
one L. F. Raymond, of Franklin, N.Y., to 
the effect thata certain sum of $18,561 
had comeinto his possession. With this 
slim-evidence of wealth he proceeded to 
work the city, and succeeded in doing it up 
brown, He first secured a gold watch 
valued at-$150, which he secured from a 
blacksmith by the name of John Van Duzen.

wire. How many others were swindled 
and robbed does not yet appear. 

He induced Meéespelt & Owegen, cigar- 
makers,-to pull up stakes and remove to 
Colorado Springs to embark in business 
there, Mespelt states that they will lose 
about $500, as they are on some of Buell’s 
notes. 

The good news was received at a late hour 
to the effect that Frank D. Buell had been 
arrested and placedin jail at San Diego, 
Cal., and identified by H. Newman of San 
Bernardino.

Desecration. 
Sunday is a quiet day in Santa, Barbara. 


| All the places of business are closed, and 


the law forbidding the sale of liquor on 
Sunday removes from the streets the. most 
of the red-faced, loud-voiced men seen so 
commouly during the week. 

In the morning there is a large attend- 
ance at the churches. Mr. Wertzel, the re- 
tifing pastor of the Congregational 
Church, who has been here for many years, 
may’be said to be the most popular minis. 
ter in Santa Barbara, having a very mag- 
nétic’ presence and an ordtorical gift, 
which, combined with his broad habits of 


thought and fearlessness of speech, at- 


tracts and holds his hearers. Next to him 
among the Protestant ininisters come the 
Rev. Philip Thacher of the Unitarian 
Church, the Rev. Dr. Currier of the Presby- 
terian Church, Mr. Miller of the Methodist 


Church, and the Rev. Mr. Ransome, 
Episcopalian, all of whom minister 
to large flocks, and are popular 
ministers. At. the Catholic © churches 


there is always a large attendance, includ- 
ing a very considerable number.of highly 
educated and prominent people, and here, 
as elsewhere, the self-denying priests 
minister to many not to be reached by any 
other religious sect. The old mission is 
the resort of strangers of all denomina- 
tions, who like to seat themselves within 
its picturesque interior, and let the stately

In the interests of good morality and of 
public order and decency, and in justice to 
the neighbors, the atmosphere of whose 
pretty homes is poisoned by the proximity 
of this low den, the place should be sup- 
pressed.

It has been claimed by 
sothe of the gentlemen who are interested 
in the matter of preferring charges against 
Mr: Ward that tonight they will furnish 
proofs that there has been a misappropria- 
tion of funds which have passed into the 
hands of the Street Superintendent. This 
charge was quite thoroughly investigated 
yesterday by the Timgs representative, but, 
so far as could be learned then, these re- 
ports had been made merely on hearsay, 
and not from facts then in their possession. 
From the unofficial investigation the indi- 
cations are that the charges have been 
trumped up by irresponsible persons who 
have a grievance against the Street Super- 
intendent, and believe thatif they cannot 
secure his discharge now that they will put 
him in such a bad light that the incoming 
Boaré of Trustees will not retain him in his 
present position.

THE WAR IN KANSAS. 


Hon. Joab Mulvane Discusses the Re- 
_ @ent Legislative Troubles. 


The Action of the Populists a Disgrace 
to the State—The Full Story Has 
Never Been Told to the 
World. 


“The truism that ‘Kansas has made 
more history than any other Common- 
wealth in the Union’ was never more: 
forcibly illustrated than since the cop- 
vening of this winter’s Legislature in 
that State,’’ remarked Hon. Joab Mal- 
vane, a, prominent Topeka (Kan.) 
banker and railroad builder, last even- 
ing. “The early border warfare be- 
tween the ‘Red Legs’ and ‘Bushwhack- 
ers’ was fraught with more bloodshed 
and real suffering and hardships, but 
the excitement of those days, much of 
which I knew and experienced, was not 
greater than the trials just passed 
through, and the results were no more 


this winter bad there been a clash. 

‘‘Bloodshed was averted by the cool- 
headedness displayed by Sheriff Wilkin- 
son of Shawnee county. Had there 
been committed one overt act by the 
Populists, all the influence of that of- 
ficial would have been as naught—and 
therein laid his strength, for, while 
openly opposed to the actions of the 
Governor and the Populist wing of the 
House of ‘Representatives, and openly 
hostile to the fire-eating minions— 
Clemmens, Doster, Webb, et al.—Wilk- 
inson had the force of chara¢ter to re- 
strain the opposition. 

“That Gov. Lewelling was wrong 
from the start, and allowed himself to 
be guided by a blood-thirsty lot 
of avowed Anarchists—as Clemmens, 
who was a leader in the scenes that led 
to the Haymarket disaster by the Chi- 
cago Anarchists—no one pretends to 
deny. That he endeavored to usurp 
the functions of the judiciary, while 
overstepping his privileges as execu- 
tive, is patent to all who know the cir- 
cumstances.
